[To  accompany  H.  R.  632] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  632)  to  amend  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act,  as  amended, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amend¬ 
ment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  authorize  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance 
Corporation  to  reinsure  the  crop  insurance  on  the  Puerto  Rican  coffee 
crop  which  is  written  by  an  agency  of  the  Puerto  Rican  Government. 
The  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act  now  authorizes  the  Corporation  to 
reinsure  crop  insurance  written  on  crops  grown  in  continental  United 
States  by  private  insurance  companies  but  does  not  authorize  such 
reinsurance  for  that  written  in  Puerto  Rico. 

The  determination  as  to  whether  or  not  reinsurance  is  to  be  provided 
for  the  Puerto  Rican  program  is  entirely  a  decision  to  be  made  by  the 
Corporation  and  that  such  reinsurance  is  not  to  be  issued  unless  the 
Corporation  determines  that  it  cannot  be  obtained  from  recognized 
private  sources  at  a  reasonable  cost.

The  Department  would  have  no  objection  to  passage  of  the  bill. 

The  type  of  coverage  that  would  be  provided  by  this  bill  is  now 
available  from  private  insurance  companies.  We  understand  that 
the  sponsors  of  this  bill  would  like  to  have  the  authority  on  a  standby 
basis  in  the  event  private  companies  now  furnishing  the  reinsurance 
should  suddenly  terminate  their  reinsurance  contracts.  If  this  were 
to  occur  and  reinsurance  could  not  be  immediately  obtained  elsewhere, 
the  financial  status  of  the  Puerto  Rican  coffee  insurance  program 
would  be  jeopardized. 

The  basic  objective  of  the  Federal  crop  insurance  program  is  to 
develop  a  sound  insurance  program  on  a  national  basis  for  crops  com¬ 
monly  grown  in  the  continential  United  States.  Therefore,  a  rein¬ 
surance  contract  would  be  considered  only  after  it  had  been  definitely 
determined  that  such  reinsurance  was  not  available  from  private 
companies  at  reasonable  rates.  To  do  otherwise  would  unduly  place 
the  operations  of  the  Federal  crop  insurance  program  in  competition 
with  private  companies. 

Enactment  of  this  legislation  would  have  no  effect  on  the  Federal 
Crop  Insui’ance  Corporation’s  budgetary  requirements  unless  it  ac¬ 
tually  developed  that  a  reinsurance  contract  was  consummated.  The 
Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation’s  available  capital  funds  are 
quite  limited.  If  a  contract  were  negotiated  and  a  heavy  loss  oc¬ 
curred,  it  is  probable  that  restoration  of  the  Corporation’s  capital 
funds  thus  depleted  would  have  to  be  made  by  an  additional  appro¬ 
priation. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  report.

That  paragraph  fC) 
of  section  20b  of  the  Interstate  Commerc 
Act,  as  amended  (49  U.  S.  C.  20b  (2)),  is 
amended  by  striking  out  the  fifth  and  sixth 
sentences  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following:  “The  Commission  shall  have  the 
power  to  make  such  general  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  and  such  special  requirements  in  any 
particular  case  in  respect  of  the  solicitation 
of  assents,  opposition,  assurances  of  assent, 
acceptance,  approval,  or  disapproval  of  such 
holders  (whether  such  solicitation  is  made 
before  or  after  approval  of  the  proposed  al¬ 
teration  or  modification  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion)  ,  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  or  desirable; 
and  no  solicitation  shall  be  made,  and  no  let¬ 
ter,  circular,  advertisement,  or  other  commu¬ 
nication,  or  financial  or  statistical  statement, 
or  summary  thereof,  shall  be  used  in  any 
such  solicitation,  in  contravention  of  such 
rules,  regulations,  or  special  requirements.

surplus  of  at  least  $2  million,  and  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Federal  Reserve  System.  Any 
bank  or  trust  company  so  approved  shall 
certify  to  the  Commission  the  result  of  such 
submission  and  the  Commission  may,  in  its 
discretion,  rely  upon  such  certification  as 
conclusive  evidence  in  determining  the  re¬ 
sult  of  such  submission.  If  the  Commission 
shall  find  that  as  a  result  of  such  submis¬ 
sion  the  proposed  alteration  or  modification 
has  been  assented  to  by  the  holders  of  at 
least  75  per  centum  of  the  aggregate  prin¬ 
cipal  amount  or  number  of  shares  outstand¬ 
ing  of  each  class  of  securities  affected  thereby 
(or  as  to  any  class  (i)  where  75  perc^tit 
thereof  is  held  by  fewer  than  25  holders, 
or  (ii)  which  is  entitled  to  vote  for  the' elec¬

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (H.  R.  632)  to  amend  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act,  as 
amended,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recom¬ 
mendation  that  it  do  pass  without  amendment. 

This  bill  authorizes  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation  to 
reinsure  Puerto  Rican  crop  insurance  if  private  reinsurance  should 
become  unavailable.  Private  reinsurance  is  now  available,  but  standby 
authority  for  Federal  reinsurance  is  desirable  to  safeguard  against 
the  serious  consequences  which  could  occur  to  the  Puerto  Rican  coffee 
insurance  program  if  the  private  reinsurance  should  be  terminated. 

Since  the  bill  provides  only  for  standby  authority,  it  is  not  contem- 
\  plated  that  its  enactment  would  require  the  expenditure  of  any  funds. 
/If  a  reinsurance  contract  were  negotiated  at  some  future  time,  it 
would  be  negotiated  on  an  actuarial  basis. 

The  report  of  the  House  Committee  on  Agriculture  is  attached.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  632)  to  amend  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act,  as  amended, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amend¬ 
ment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  authorize  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance 
Corporation  to  reinsure  the  crop  insurance  on  the  Puerto  Rican  coffee 
crop  which  is  written  by  an  agency  of  the  Puerto  Rican  Government. 
The  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act  now  authorizes  the  Corporation  to 
reinsure  crop  insurance  written  on  crops  grown  in  continental  United 
States  by  private  insurance  companies  but  does  not  authorize  such 
reinsurance  for  that  written  in  Puerto  Rico. 
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The  determination  as  to  whether  or  not  reinsurance  is  to  be  provided 
for  the  Puerto  Rican  program  is  entirely  a  decision  to  be  made  by  the 
Corporation  and  that  such  reinsurance  is  not  to  be  issued  unless  the 
Corporation  determines  that  it  cannot  be  obtained  from  recognized 
private  sources  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

DEPARTMENTAL  APPROVAL 

Following  is  a  letter  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  approving 
the  enactment  of  this  bill:

Dear  Congressman  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of 
February  5,  1957,  for  a  report  on  H.  R.  632,  a  bill  to  amend  the  Federal 
Crop  Insurance  Act,  as  amended. 

The  Department  would  have  no  objection  to  passage  of  the  bill. 

The  type  of  coverage  that  would  be  provided  by  this  bill  is  now 
available  from  private  insurance  companies.  We  understand  that 
the  sponsors  of  this  bill  would  like  to  have  the  authority  on  a  standby 
basis  in  the  event  private  companies  now  furnishing  the  reinsurance 
should  suddenly  terminate  theii’  reinsurance  contracts.  If  this  were 
to  occur  and  reinsurance  could  not  be  immediately  obtained  elsewhere, 
the  financial  status  of  the  Puerto  Rican  coffee  insurance  program 
would  be  jeopardized. 

The  basic  objective  of  the  Federal  crop  insurance  program  is  to 
develop  a  sound  insurance  program  on  a  national  basis  for  crops  com¬ 
monly  grown  ill  the  continental  United  States.  Therefore,  a  rein¬ 
surance  contract  would  be  considered  only  after  it  had  been  definitely 
determined  that  such  reinsurance  was  not  available  from  private 
companies  at  reasonable  rates.  To  do  otherwise  would  unduly  place 
the  operations  of  the  Federal  crop  insurance  program  in  competition 
with  private  companies. 

Enactment  of  this  legislation  would  have  no  effect  on  the  Federal 
Crop  Insurance  Corporation’s  budgetary  requirements  unless  it  ac¬ 
tually  developed  that  a  reinsurance  contract  was  consummated.  The 
Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation’s  available  capital  funds  are 
quite  limited.  If  a  contract  were  negotiated  and  a  heavy  loss  oc¬ 
curred,  it  is  probable  that  restoration  of  the  Corporation’s  capital 
funds  thus  depleted  would  have  to  be  made  by  an  additional  appro¬ 
priation. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  report.

Statement  by  Senator  Barrett 

The  bill,  S.  2069,  was  Introduced  byy 
colleague.  Senator  O’Mahoney,  and  nj^^elf. 
The  bill  has  two  objectives:  (1)  to  ir 
the  maximum  acreage  which  mayyhe  held 
under  a  coal  lease  or  permit  unde^he  Min¬ 
eral  Leasing  Act  from  5,120  acr^  to  10,240 
acres,  with  a  provision  that y&fter  public 
hearing  and  upon  proper  shying,  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Interior  in  hiydiscretion  may 
grant  an  additional  lease  pt  not  to  exceed 
5,120  acres,  and  (2)  to  reiieal  the  provisions 
of  section  2  (c)  of  theifiineral  Leasing  Act 
which  requires  that  aykilroad  company  can 
use  coal  produced  Tinder  a  Federal  lease 
solely  for  the  oper^on  of  its  railroad. 

The  Secretary  jA  the  Interior  submitted 
a  favorable  report  on  the  bill.  The  Bureau 
of  the  BudgeXconcurred  in  the  views  ex¬ 
pressed  by  the  Secretary  and  reported  that 
it  had  no  ojiijectlon  to  the  enactment  of  the 
bill.  TheJolll  was  reported  unanimously  by 
ce  Interior  Committee.  Many  wit¬ 
nesses  Appeared  at  the  hearing  before  the 
rttee  in  support  of  the  bill  and  no  one 
app^red  in  opposition  thereto. 

Wyoming  is  blessed  with  an  abundance  of 
Coal  deposits  have  been  found  in  every 
bounty  in  Wyoming.  The  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  owns  the  coal  under  70  percent  of  the 
area  of  our  State.  The  Federal  lands  are 
estimated  to  contain  84  billion  tons  of  coal. 
Coal  is  one  of  Wyoming’s  greatest  natural 
resources.  In  1940  there  were  126  commer¬ 
cial  and  11  captive,  making  a  total  of  137 
coal  mines  in  operation  in  our  State.  In  1956 
only  20  commercial  and  4  captive,  making 
a  total  of  24  mines  in  operation.  The 
average  number  of  men  employed  in  coal 
mining  in  Wyoming  has  decreased  from  4,321 
in  1940  to  1,016  in  1956. 

If  this  bill  is  passed  we  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  several  large  power  installa¬ 
tions  will  be  constructed  at  different  points 
in  our  State  that  will  use  and  develop  our 
coal  resources  and  give  employment  to  many 
of  our  people. 

Secretary  Seaton  In  his  favorable  report  on 
the  bill  stated  the  case  in  this  fashion:  “An 
increase  in  the  maximum  acreage  which  may 
be  held  under  a  coal  lease  or  permit  now  ap¬ 
pears  necessary  if  the  Federal  Government 
is  to  i>ermlt  the  more  complete  utilization  of 
^^low  and  medium  grade  coal  deposits  under 
le  more  modern  methods  of  mechanized 
ining.  •  •  *  There  are  in  the  Western 
St^es  extensive  coal  deposits  amenable  to 
strip^lning  which  could  provide  a  low-cost 
sourcX  of  coal  supply  and  could  be  utilized 
for  powto  production  to  firm  up  hydroelectric 
power.  T(ius,  an  Increase  in  acreage  limita¬ 
tion  wou^tend  to  provide  energy  sources 
which  are  d^anded  by  our  expanding  econ¬ 
omy  and  wouW  be  in  the  national  interest.” 

The  bill  wirk  make  it  possible  for  wide¬ 
spread  developrntat  of  our  coal  resources  and 
the  conversion  the  coal  into  low-cost 
power  to  meet  the  elmanding  industrial  needs 
of  Wyoming.  In  ad^^ion,  the  bill  will  en¬ 
able  the  Union  Paciflc^ailroad  Co.  to  expand 
its  present  coal  minink  business  under  its 
proposed  dual  operatloiApf  extracting  syn¬ 
thetic  fuels  and  tars  and  using  the  char  for 
the  purpose  of  generating  el^tric  power  and 
thereafter  using  the  power  ^  process  iron 
ore  from  its  tremendous  iron  o^  holdings  at 
Iron  Mountain,  northwest  of  Che^nne,  Wyo. 

The  coal  reserves  of  Wyoming ^ave  been, 
estimated  at  121  billion  tons,  of  v^ich  13 
billion  tons  is  butuminous  coal  an^l08  is 
sub-bituminous  coal.  This  bill  will,  ^  my 
judgment,  make  possible  a  revival  oNthe 
coal  mining  industry  in  our  State. 

I  am  confident  that  not  only  Wyoming  bf 
many  other  Western  coal  States  will  be  bene->, 
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fited  by  thikjegislation  and  that  the  bill  will 
add  materialW  to  the  economic  growth  and 
development  (^all  of  the  mountain  West.

The  bill  (H.  R.  632)  to  amend  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Crop  Insurance  Act,  as  amended, 
was  considered,  ordered  to  a  third  read¬ 
ing,  read  the  third  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  ELLENDER  subsequently  said: 
Mr.  Pre.sident,  I  ask  unanimous  consent 
that  a  statement  in  explanation  of  H.  R. 
632  be  printed  in  the  P^ecord  at  the  point 
in  the  Record  where  the  bill  was  passed. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  state¬ 
ment  was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
Record,  as  follows: 

Statement  by  Senator  Ellendeb 

This  bill  would  authorize  the  Federal  Crop 
Insurance  Corporation  to  reinsure  crop  in¬ 
surance  issued  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Puerto  Rico.  Such  reinsurance  would  be 
provided  only  under  terms  and  conditions 
consistent  with  sound  reinsurance  princi¬ 
ples,  and  then  only  if  private  reinsm'ance 
should  become  unavailable.  The  bill’s  pur¬ 
pose  is  to  provide  a  safeguard  for  the  Puerto 
Rican  coffee  crop  insurance  program.  If  pri¬ 
vate  reinsurance  contracts  should  suddenly 
be  terminated;  and  no  cost  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  is  contemplated. 


Statement  by  Senator  Ellendeb 
This  bill  would  extend  the  Secretary  of  Ag¬ 
riculture’s  authority  to  administer  the  ag¬ 
ricultural  conservation  payment  program 
pending  the  approval  of  State  plans.  When 
the  program  was  authorized  in  1936,  It  was 
contemplated  that  it  would  be  carried  out 
by  the  States  with  the  aid  of  Federal 
grants.  In  order  to  give  the  States  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  pass  authorizing  legislation  and 
submit  appropriate  plans,  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  was  given  authority  to  admin- 
’  ister  the  program  for  2  years.  The  Sec¬ 
retary’s  authority  has  since  been  extended 
from  time  to  time,  and  the  latest  exten¬ 
sion  is  effective  until  December  31,  1958. 
Only  24  States  now  have  authorizing  legisla¬ 
tion  and  It  is  not  likely  that  the  States  will 
assume  administration  of  the  program  In 
the  near  future,  although  the  bill  still  pro¬ 
vides  for  State  administration. 

As  passed  by  the  House,  the  bill  v.'ould 
have  extended  the  Secretary’s  authority  in¬ 
definitely,  so  long  as  Stat§  plans  are  not 
^proved.  The  Senate  Commitee  on  Agri- 
cfkRure  and  Forestry  has  recommended  that 
theVdih  he  extended  only  for  4  year's,  un¬ 
til  December  31,  1962,  provided,  of  course, 
that  State  plans  are  not  approved  in  the 
meantinm.  The  committee  felt  that  this 
program>^  one  for  which  the  authorizing 


legislation  should  be  reviewed  by  Congress 
from  time  to  time,  and  the  committee  sub¬ 
stitute  consequently  would  limit  the  excen- 
sion  to  4  years.

AMENDMENT  OF  SOIL  CONSERVA¬

To  nmend  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act,  as  amended. 


Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senade  and  Hause  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  section  508 
of  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  1508), 
is  amended  by  adding  a  new  subsection  (f)  to  read  as  follows: 

\  “(f)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  title,  the  cor- 
^ration  is  hereby  authorized,  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it 
deems  consistent  with  sound  reinsurance  principles,  to  provide  rein¬ 
surance  on  any  crop  or  plantation  insurance  provided  in  Puerto  Rico 
by  a  duly  authorized  agency  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico : 
Provided,  That,  no  application  for  reinsurance  authorized  herein  shall 
be  approved,  unless  the  corporation  shall  have  determined  that  the 
reinsurance  deemed  necessary  is  not  available  from  recognized  private 
sources  at  reasonable  cost.”
